Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr Patty argued that the invention claimed here was distinguished 
from the prior art by virtue of the use of "finely-divided" boehmite, the use of epoxy resin advanced with phosphorous, 
and the presence of a "thermal stability increasing amount of ... boehmite. The Examiner noted that at column 2, lines 
12-24 Bugosh teaches the boehmite used in the invention to be an easily redispersible powder which the Examiner 
equates with a finely divided material. As to the use of the epoxy resins being used in the claimed invention, the 
Examiner maintains that the use of old and well-known and widely commercially available epoxy resins would have 
been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time the present invention was made. As to the amount 
of boehmite being used, it would appear that including this sort of inorganic additive to a thermosetting resin would 
reasonably be expected to improve thermal stability since the material would not be succeptible to combustion like 
organic fillers would be. Lastly it was argued that the present invention uses naturally occurring boehmite while 
Bugosh uses a synthetically derived material. The Examiner pointed out that the claims presented here are not limited 
in this way and are drawn only to boehmite. At column 1 , lines 58-65 of Bugosh the patentee refers to the materials 
used as "fibrous boehmite" which reasonably meets the limitations of the claims presently presented . 
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
